One of the distinguishing points of 
the ‘Tenuriffe” is her funnel, on 
embellishment: not  scen before 
on’ motor vessels, Besides im- 
proving the appearance of the 
ship and supplying an appropriate 
place for the line’. embl-m it serves a 
practical purpose in carrying off the 
exbaust from the engines ond in- 
cidentally warme a large tauk of water 
encazed within it thus auppling con- 
tinuous hot water for officers’ and 
men’s bathe. Electricity, gonerated 
by dynamosrun by the Diese! engines, 
is the motive power of the craft ex- 
clueively, except that steam is used 
for keeping the oil thin in cold 
weather and for heating the boat. 
This is the only ship of its type at 
present and the largest motor vess 
in Norway, bot another is being com- 
pleted and four more will soon be 
turned out.

She completed the trip 
from Antwerp to Singapore in 30 days 
aud camo up here from Hongkong ia 
three days. Her cargo capacity in 
grain is 568,0°0 ond in cubic bales 
523,000. Sha brought s general cargo 
to Shanghai and will take the like to 
Yokohama, thence proceeding to 
‘obe, after which it is uncertain 
whether her destination will be Java 
or Australia.

Leaving Copenhagen, on May 3 she 
came round through tle ues Canal 
and. via Singapore and Hongkong to 
Shanghai, and loft this port for Yoko- 
hams. She has accommodation for 
12 first-class passengers, but such are 
carried only_as a matter of courtesy 
and by special arrangement with the 
‘agents. The cabins themselves are 
very conveniently fitted up, with teda 
Mmsteadeof bunks, but with a remov- 
able upper buok which may be used 
if desired..

26. Ho was 12 to 14 feet away when 
the accident occurred. . The deceased 
was cartying a bag on his. right 
shonlder so that his viow on his right 
tide was obscuréd. Tho witness did 
not hear apy hom sounded... When 
the oollision ccourred the deceased 
fell backwards from the side“of the 
car, The car atopped about 25 feet

Traffic Inspector Garrod said he 
Visited the scene’ of the accident 
vwi:han Indian Sergeant on the follow- 
ing day. Tho Sergeant desoribed it to 
him. According to the Sergeant, the 
deceased was lying about 6 feet from 
the outer tram line and 4 feet from 
the enclosure and the car was stopped 
20 feet 7 inches farther along. The 
locality was quict after night-fall 
owing to the restaurants being closed 
a6 the result of the atrike. The wit- 
ness examined the car on the 29th 
and found it in good running 
order, The Inspector said. that he 
bad paszed the.same erclosure in the 
side-car of a motor cycle since the 
accident, and it was impossible to see 
anyone coming ont from the other 
end of the- enclosure. He had 
warned the head coolies of this and 
had-sugeested that a watch be kept 
whilst work was going on. It was 
only 8 week befora that a coolie ran 
into his side car at this spot, 
and he saved him from falling by

MARRIAGE ON THE STAGE. 


.. FAMOUS DRAMATIST’S VIEWS, 


— 


"BL Francis de Croirect, the dis- 
tinguished French dramatist, lectured 
at tho Institute Francsis, South Ken- 
sington, on “Le Mariage au Theatre.” 
There was an appropriatencas in M. 
de Croiseet’s choice of this subject for 
an Englich—or rather an Anglo- 
- French—audience, for it ia perhaps 
hie play, “ The Marriage of Kitty,” 
which ia best known in England, Mr- 
G. K. Chesterton presided over alarge 
company. ~ ‘ oe . 
Mr. Chesterton, in introducing the 
lecturer, remarked that one of the 
objects of the institute was to improve 
the relations between France and 
England, and therefore he did not 
proyose to speak in French, ‘* for,” 
he proceeded, “‘ury French accent 
would not in . my opinion, 
tend to ‘Improve the relations 
bet'veen the two countrics; it 
would be more likely to precipi 
tate on international crisis.” 
(Laughter.) The Freach nation bad 
juet lately been the aubject of a great 
many stupid and vulgar insults, and 
he did pot propose to add to those 
insulta the provocation of a speech in 
French. (Tiavghter.), All the talk 
that was to be heard from various 
sid-s regarding potential hostilities, 
and secking to engender bitterness 
between the two nations, was duetoa 
kind of journaliem which was perfectly 
irresponsible, avd could, at different 
times and in different circumstances, 
be turned in any desired direction. 
Sometimes it was turned in the tight 
direction—as waa tho case, in his 
opinion. during five years, apart from 
6 ch an.abnormal poriod a3 that, the 
kind of journalism to which he alluded 
was capable of being turned, in a 
hostile senre, equally in. the direction 
of France, of Germuny, of Ireland, or 
of Bolshevism, or, if neccesary, in the 
direction of China or the Sandwich 
Islands, (Laughter and cheers.) 
M.-De Cruisset dealt at the outset 
cf his lecture with tho charge of im. 
morality so often levelled ngainst the 
staze, and subuitted that in reality 
the theatre was neither moral nor 
immortal, The public bad a horror of 
originality in drama, end manogers, 
of theatres did all they could to foster 
that horror. (Laughter) Moliere, 
Racine, andall'the great dramatic 
pocts had been accused in their turn 
of immorality, ns were the dramatists 
ot to-day; but the eimplo fact was 
that a play that was really immoral 
most inevitably die ag a tesult of 
vither the indifference or the hostility 
of the public, It amounted to this: 
that the dramatist was not allowed to 
be immoral, As for marriage, it had 
been sea .ted over and over again 
. that the stage had sought to briag 
into ridicule a venerable irstitution, 
hut in fact wl atever had beon aaid in 
the tLeatre on this subject waa mera- 
ly arefl)x of what had been eaid by 
the public- and in the family circle. 
(Laupliter,) The lecturer proceeded to 
quote, in dramatic dialogue, views of 
marriage os exprested in many homea, 
and evoked much Ioughter by exprea- 
. sing the opivions likely to bo held on 
the subject by a grandmother who, 
among other observations addressed 
to o young woman deeply in love, 
remarked, ‘Love passes; marriage 
remains.” It was o babit of the 
Frenchman, M.de Croisset reminded 
his bearers, to make himself out to be 
much worse than he was, and this 
accounted for many things on the 
ttage-which were misunderstood by 
forcigners. Under the old régime no 
doubt, love played a small-part in 
marriage iv France, but to-day this 
was not so, Emphasis was laid, in 
conclusion, by the lecturer on the 
{otally falee idea-of French conjugal 


life gained by foreigners’ hurried} .

FAR EASTERN MAILS. - 


Other port in the East ond the’ 


War East will probably, equally 
endorse the plea of Lord Montagu of 
Beanliew for s quicker mail cervice 
between London and Indis (esys the 
London’ and China Express). We 
are told business men in Caleutte and 
Tombay and other centres aro: very 
keen on the idea, and urge that it is 
necessary’ to accelerate. the mail 
tervice in the effort to increase trade, 
which. is gfedually re-awakening. 
Japanese goods are not wanted in tho 
Indian market now, owing to their 
poor quality: “Quicker means of 
communication «between here and 
home,” said a lesding , Calcutts 
merchant, ‘ will give usa great chan7e 
to recover the old British trade grip 
in the bazaars.” What is correct for 
India will prove equally ‘advisable 
for farther East. At. thé same 
time, if the outward departure [rom 
Loutlon, which we will assume will be 
weekly for the present, could be 
atranged for Friday afternoon, it 
would doubtless prove as convenient, 
as that diy did in pre-war times, and 
t which we have not yot got back. 
Indecd, if we went farther, and said 
that the arrival of Eastern mails 
should be on the Monday morning, it 
would still ‘further give satisfaction. 
The old pre-war system of arrival of 
homeward moils on Monday and 
departurs of outward mails on Friday 
hod not only o. long period of 
familiarity to its credit, but all other 
atrangements, whether as to London 
or the provinces, had been fitted into 
the scheme, which worked smoothly 
and. conveniently. — 


“FITURE OF THE ROYAL 
MARINES. 


Seaport possip- indicates the Royal 
Marine Light Infantry as the next 
corps to be affected by Service econ-

LAWRENCE. 
‘ Tho independent command of the 
river gunbostsin the reserva on the 
Chins Btation, as already - intimated, 
has: been. given: to Lidutenant 
Reginald W. Lawrence, D.8.0,,- who 
will command the gunboat /'Crickot,” 
atid the two in reserve—the “Mantis” 
aud the “Cicala.” Lieutenant Law-| 
rence, who joined the Royal Navy 
from the Royal Naval Reserve during 
the Great War, specialised in aub- 
marine work, and was - with ‘the 
famous E.14 when the ‘performed 
‘some of her signal exploits ander the 
command of ‘that good seaman ‘and 


officer, Captain B. 0. Boyle, V.0. It 
may be recalled that the E.14 was 
employed in the Mediterranean, and. 
whilst there she~panetrated to the 
Bea of Marmora, std to do so she had 
to dive under the Turkish mine fields, 
in April, 1916, when the alightest 
touch meant the next world for all 
aboard the submatine, The H.14 
sank two Turkish gunboats and a 
transport in May and negotiated the 
perilous passage back to her base in 
safety. Lieutenant Lawrence was 
appointed to a direct lieutesancy in 
the Navy in December, 1914, and was 
latterly rerving on the battleship 
“Valiant.” . 

To obtain on independent com- 
mand is the laudable ambition of 
every lieutenant of lieut.-commander 
in the Navy, as it not only means 
experience and opportunity but will 
be probably a stepping-stone to ad- 
vancement, states The Zimes. To be 
the captain of a gunboat on.the China 
rivers is therefore. regarded as 
desirable appointment, and is mach 
sought after. There are at present 
twelve’of these bosts in commission, 
and three in reserve. Tho appoint- 
ment takes effect, on-June 9, of 
Lieutenant Reginald W. Lawrence, 
DS.C., to the “Cricket.” with the 
charge of this boat and the other two, 
the * Mantis” and “ Cicala,” in re- 
serve at Hongkong. He was decorat- 
ed for service in E14, the submarine 
which, under Captain E. 0. Boyle, 
V.0., dived under the enemy mine- 
fields and got into the Sea of Marmoro 
in April, 1915, there sinking in the 
following month two Turkish gun- 
boats and a transport, and returning 
ineafety. Lieutenant Lawrence was 
atthe beginning of the war in tho 
RNR, and was transferred to the 
Royal Navy in December, 1914. ”
